S E S S I O N IS BEGUN 


"The Capitalistic System" 
—But Government Aims 


to Owe More 


WASHINGTON — (ff>) — President 


Roosevelt told congress Monday that 
the "misuse of the powers of capital" 
must be ended "or the capitalistic 
system will destroy itself through its 
own abuses." 


At the same time ho called on both 


capital and labor to co-operate with 
the government in working out the 
welfare of the nation. 


In a message which was delivered 


personally to the joint session of the 
house and senate the president dis- 
closed that a balanced budget was out 
of the picture for the next fiscal year. 


He said, however, that his budget 


estimates would show a "further de- 
crease in the deficit." 


For international affairs the presi- 


dent projected a policy of peace "in 
a world where stable civilization is 
actually threatened." 


But( he declared, in this day of un- 


dependable treaty obligations "on the 
part of others" this nation must be 
"adequately strong in self-defense."

Earl Holt of Bingen brought The Star 


Monday a message of thanks voted at 
a community meeting at Bingen for 
the editorial last Thursday which at- 
tacked a proposal to place a package- 
liquor store in the north-county sel- 
tlcmcnt. 


Mr. Holt said the meeting, held at 


the Bingen Baptist church, supported 
the newspaper's three contentions; 


First ,that a liquor store's establish- 


ment in the rural community would 
be a violation of the state law limiting 
liquor stores lo towns with adequate 
police regulations. 


Second, that the Bingen precinct 


voted "dry" in Ihc Hempstead refer- 
endum in 1936, and should have its 
wishes respected by the state licensing 
authority. 


Third, thai the Bingen proposal ob- 


viously was a move to use Hemp- 
stead's legal liquor area as a depot lo 
dump retail sales into "dry" Howard 
County. 


The Star has also extended an offer 


of editorial help to Ihe Nashville News 
in defeating the Bingen proposal when, 
and if, it comes before the State Com- 
missioner of Revenues.

To enable the motoring public to se- 


cure their 1938 automobile licenses 
with the least amount of trouble, Frank 
D. Clancy, supervisor of the Motor Ve- 
hicle Division advises that under the 
existing laws it will be necessary for

registering 
their 
automobiles 


for 1938. if the same is a 1937 or 1938 
model, to produce registration cer- 
tificates on same or receipts showing 
that sales tax has been paid, before the 
Department can issue a license on said 
vehicle. 


It will also save the motorist con- 


siderable time and trouble if he will 
have the correct motor number, year 
model and stylo of car, upon making 
application for license. This applies to 
all automobiles regardless of age. 


It will he necessary for all those 


wishing to .secure drivi'rs's licenses, to 
produce their 11137 license before they 
can secure 1938 licen.se without 
.standing an examination.

.THERE appears to be a close relationship between newspa- 
, 1 per reading and successful democracy. 


Recent studies in the consumption of newsprint paper 


(which is a rough index of the number of newspapers printed 
and read)( shows that in the democratic countries of the world 
consumption of newsprint is high. In countries of less demo- 
cratic form it is low. 


Here are the figures: In the United Kingdom in 1936, 


60 pounds of newsprint a year were used for each person. In 
,the United tStates it was 57. 


Now follow the figures down through other countries 


and think, as you read them, of the degree of democracy each 
country has. Austria and New Zealand, 58 ; Canada. 36 ;" Scan- 
dinavia, 26; Netherlands, 23, France, IS; Japan, 13; Finland, 
•13; Germany, 11 ; Russia, Italy and Mexico 3; Brazil, 2.

THE parallel is not perfect, of course, but it runs close enough 


, 1 to suggest that in today's world only those countries whose 
people read newspapers widely can maintain democratic gov- 
ernment, 


If you stop to think about it for just a moment, you can 


" see that it must be that way. Under a system where the people 
themselves make the decisions on economic, political, and so- 
cial questions, they must be informed if they are to make the 
right decisions and thus make democracy work. And no 
other popular medium has ever been devised that is half as 
informative as the daily newspaper. 


• . - • • - : In countries where people's opinions come to them ready- 
made over the air from the powers-that-be, in a form that they 
ttttfst accept unthinkingly, or else, newspapers do not flourish. 
Nor do they flourish in countries where everyone knows the 
papers _are nothing but counting-boards for the officials who 
are maintaining themselves in power. 


Note also that those democratic countries which stand 


highest in newsprint consumption also have the best news- 
papers, the most informative.

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Manic Depressive Insanity Patient Finds Existence 


Governed by Moods

Among the most ancient of all the 


forms of mental disturbances are those 
known as the manic depressive psy- 
chosis. Writers described these condi- 
tions more than 1700 years ago. 
' 


From 10,000 to 12,000 people with this 


form of insanity are admitted to insti- 
tutions every year. Women suffer more 
from this condition than men do, by 
t bout 30 per cent. Women affected are 
mostly between 40 and 50 years old. In 
men, 
the condition usually 
appears 


later. 


It is generally believed that this form 


of insanity is related to the inheritance 
of the person concerned. 


The typical patient may arise in the 


morning apparently normal but quite 
soon seems to be too full of good hu- 
mor and bubbling with energy. Then 
the patient suddenly may become ir- 
ritable and abusive. This period will 
be followed by one of more good hu- 
mor and with some expanded ideas as 
to the patient's powers. 


Although confined in an institution, 


the patient may plan extensive pur- 
chases, write great numbers of letters, 
and carry on great business, but his 
plans have no relation whatever to 
realities. 


Vague and extraordinary pains de- 


velop and the patient writes all sorts 
of queer articles, essays, and letters— 
often incoherent tuid disordered. 


It is cutomary in such cases to make 


tsrtain that the physical condition of 
the patient is sound, and to recommend 
that the patient be put into an institu- 
tion where unquestionably he will do 
much be-tter than at home. 


Relatives, friends, and overconscien- 


tious people- make the handling of pa- 
tients with varying degrees of instanity 
a difficult, if not impossible, problem. 
Since in their depressed periods the- 
patients are exceedingly 
mournful, 


they must be guarded against harm to 
others and against suicide. 


This means frequently a constant at- 


tendant, 
particularly 
in 
institution.' 


where patients are not protected by 
their surroundings. 


Trt-atme-nt of all forms of mental dis- 


turbance includes the best possible- 
hygiene, with re-st, exercise, baths; use- 
oi proper sedative drugs; development 
of an occupation that will hold the pa- 
tient's interest, and above all. proper 
attention to the- mental condition. 
It 


should be understood, however, that! 
these patients do not lend to complete i 
recovery and that frequently, having! 
left an insitution, they are compelled 
to return.

The art of painting .si-cms to )i;ivo 


{jut su far out of touch with the aver- 
age citizen's capacity to unde*rslaiul 
ami enjoy it that we speak of "urt 
lovers" nowadays us of ti class part, 
like mathematicians, versed in a mys- 
tery that is closed to the common run 
of folk. 


That being understood, let me say 


that "urt lovers" are given a vast treat 
in three excellent books just published 
by the Oxtord Pre-vs. These books are 
"1 he Disasters of War." by Kranci.seo 
<le Goya, at $1.50; "Cezanne." by Fritz 
Nuvotny, at $!i, and "The Impres- 
sionists," at §3. 


The Goya book is a reproduction of 


85 of the famous etchings Goya made 
to record the tilings he saw in Spain 
during the Napoleonic occupation of 
that country. It is a bit of living tos- 
tiinony that both art and huamn beast- 
line.ss are timeless; for these powerful, 
.shocking sketches of the terrible things 
that happen in svar might have been 
drawn this year, with another Spanish 
war than the one Goya knew as sub- 
ject. 


It takes a strong stomach to digest 


some oftheso etchings; but right now, 
perhaps, is the best possible time to 
have a look at them, for one reason 
and another. 


"Cezanne" includes 100 black-and- 


white reproductions of the master's 
paintings, together with 18 in full col- 
or. It is accompanied by a learned 
commnetary on Cezanne's place in art. 
Unfortunately (from my standpoint, 
anyway) this is addressed to those al- 
ready familiar 
witli the jargon of 


painting; it offers little help to the 
humble soul who would like to know 
what it is all about. 


"The Impressionists" contains ap- 


proximately 100 reproductions, some in 
color, of paintings by Manet, Gouguin, 
Degas, Sisley, Renior and others. There 
is an introduction telling what Impres- 
sionism is, or was, and thumbmiiling 
the leading members of the school.

Feed are, in most caSes, very good, al- 
though producers buying planting seed 
should insist on a rcliublfe germination 
test. 


Foundation cotton planting .seed of 


some of the leading varieties will not 
be available for planting next season, 
since low germination percentage has 
caused some of the breeders to with- 
hold from the market their supply of 
pedigreed seed; buy, since foundation 
seed is not available, the next best 
source of these varieties as well as 
many other leading strains and varie- 
ties- is Arkansas State Pedigreed or 
Certified seed. The State Plant Board 
reports that approximately 27,000 acres 
Will he approved for certification this 
year. While this is the largest acre- 
age ever certified, it is still far short 
of supplying adequate planting seed 
of known quality. All Die seed pro-; 
duced on the 27,000 acres will not be 
suitable for planting, so, at best, the 
supply of quality seed will be very 
limited. 


Applicants for certification who have 


not paid their final inspection fee arc 
urged to make this payment so final 
inspection can be made and more 
seed of known quality made available 
for next season. 


Many one-variety communities have 


a suply of good, though not certified 
seed. Any of this seed that is first or 
second year seed and has been care- 
fully handled at the gin may be used.

Safety Campaign 


to Be Continued 


Safe*Driving Crusade for 


Arkansas' Right 
Through 1938 


It was announced Monday by Har- 


vey Booth, traffic supervisor for the 
State Highway Commission, that the 
safety program of the State Highway 
Geparlment will be carried on with 
considerable vigor right on through the 
year 1938. 


On October 30,1 the State Highway 


Department announced a special Traf- 
fic Safety Campaign for the months of 
November and December in connec- 
tion with a proclamation by Cover- 
Carl E, Bailey, in which he designated 
those 
months 
as "Traffic 
Safety 


Months." This campaign has served 
to arouse public opinion to the point 
where the State Highway Department, 
the State Police Department and other 
slate agencies are receiving enthusi- 
astic support from local officers, civic 
clubs, school administrators and pri- 
vate citizens in all walks of life and, 
with the momentum of this support, 
State Police and Highway Department 
officials feel that the time is right for 
carrying forward a safety program of 
such magnitude as well got results 
in the reduction of the annual toll of 
traffic fatalities. Until this year, this 
toll has been steadily increasing in 
Arkansas. 


Reports on fatal accidents to De- 


cember 1 indicated 32 less than for the 
same eleven months of 1936. Mr. Booth 
stated that while the report for De- 
cember could not be completed for 
several days yet, it was probable that 
little or no further reduction will bt 
made on account of the unusually 
heavy toll of fatalities through the 
Christmas period. 
Until that time, 


Booth stated, the fatilities had been 
averaging about one per day during 
the month .of December, which was 
slightly less than the December, 1936, 
average, but, during the three or four 
days at Christmas, ten fatalities occur- 
red on Arkansas highways to bring the 
total for the month close to that for 
1936. Tw0 or three deaths were re- 
ported last week and, if the toll for 
New Year's Eve followed the usual 
trend, there is little likelihood that 
much improvement was made in De- 
cember, 1937, as compared to Decem- 
ber, 1936. 


'In addition to a reduction of 10 


fatalities during the month of No- 
vember, however, the campaign has 
served to enlist the cooperation of 
leading citizens all over the state and, 
with this cooperation, safety leaders 
believe that really worthwhile ac- 
complishments will mark the ensuing 
year. The State Police plan to re- 
double their efforts and with the im- 
provement of the mechanical condition 
of vehicles being operated over the 
highways of the state, as they are 
placed in.line for approval by Motor 
Vehicle Inspection Stations, Arkansas 
has an optomistic outlook for still 
further improving her traffic situation.

WASHINGTON.—he proposed L.UU- 


lo warnendment to prevent Congress 
irprn declaring war without a permis- 
sive popular referendum is more than 
likely to be killed by the administra- 
tion's recent mass attack upon it. 


Nevertheless, some 218 congressmen 


have signed a petition to bring it up for 
a vote against the wishes of both the 
White House and the conservative 
House leadership, and the fight is by 
no means over. January 10 is the date 
when Ludlow's resolution to initiate 
the referendum comes to the House 
floor, and it may be a good idea to 
show what the issue involved really is. 


Confusion arises from the President's 


assertion that a roterendcm on war is 
not consistent with "representative 
government," and the fact that the 


low amendment as now written is 


not as clear as it will be when 
amended. 


The issue involved is simply wheth- 


er Congress fants to tie the hands of 
the President and Secretary of State 
when they play international politics, 
or whether the President shall con- 
tinue to have the privilege of getting 
the nation into war without the spe- 
cific consent of the people. 


It's No New Trick 


The Constitution says the power to 


declare war shall reside only with 
Congress, but every student and auth- 
ority on the question knows—and most 
of them have pointed out—that a Pres- 
ident can create a war situation and 
actually wage war without congres- 
sional consent. 


Fighting a war without declaring 


war is no new Japanese or Italian trick. 
Various 
Latin 
American republics 


learned about it from Uncle Sam long 
ago. 


A declaration of war by Congress 


without presidential approval is un- 
thinkable. So is the idea of congres- 
sional refusal to dclcarc war when 
requested to do s oby a 1- resident who 
already has taken the nation's armed 
forces into war. As eommander-in- 
chief of the army and navy the Presi- 
dent can order them about at will. 
Hence the war power actually resides 
with the President rather than with 
Congress. 


There is no reason t(, suppose that 


Roosevelt plans to lake the country 
into war. But there's every reason to 
suppose that he -seek.s to massage the 
public mind into a state where it 
would be receptive if he considered 
warlike gestures "necessary." 


Also, even persons who trust Roose- 


velt implicitly must concede the fact 
that, there will ho other presidents. 


Favor UiFollcttt- Amendment 


The 
Ludlow 
amendment 
simply 


would require a favorable referendum 
vote in advance of a congressional 
declaration of war, except in case of 
invasion. Ludlow promises to pro- 
pose amendments. The present vers- 
ion takes no account of the presiden- > 
tial power to get us into undeclared ! 
wars. It would require a referendum ! 
even in face of a fascist revolution in i 
Mexico, financed and armed by lor- . 
cign powers—an obvious menace to j 
American security.
